At approximately 6:35 p.m. , Assistant to the Director 
De LOACH called and advised as follows: 

He said he had already notified the Director and the 
Attorney General of the reported shooting of Dr. KING. Mr. 

DeLOACH said we are to enter the investigation immediately and 
in- the event any request for information is received from news- 
papers or other sources we are to advise that we are Investigating 
at the specific request or the Attorney General. 

In addition, Mr. DeLOACH said that the Memphis Office 
should have a teletype In no later than 6 a.m. tomorrow advising 
results of our .investigation. In the event additional personnel 
are needed I should make my request specifically to him, regardless 
of whether it is Agent or clerical personnel.
